Irrigation Is
Advised For
Fruit Trees -

We must caution again, says
M. H. Kimball of the agricul-
turdl extension service, Univer-
sity of California, that all fruit
trees in the backyard or small
farms which are carrying Jleaves
are using water from the soil.
Rains have been insufficient so
far to doany good,soitisupto
the operator to keep the irriga-
tlon water going just as-long
as the trees carry leaves or ue
til it rains enough to wet the
ground one or two feet deep.
Citrus and avocado trées, as
well as ornamentals, carry
their leayes all winter. There-
fore, if the winter season is
dry, irrigation may have to be
continued for some time.
